Early sowing, and early varities, 
are the recognized preventers against 
serious injury from the midge ; but late 
sowing is desirable when there is danger 
from the Hessian fly."

Gazette, attar-kinR by innuendo Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill join* the Tory Standard in 
lecturing Lord Salisbury on the daubers ol 
the present Conservative campaign tactic*. 
Conservative leaders generally agree that 
these 'must be abandoned, In view of Mr. 
Forstar's great speech to his Bradford con- 
itituents, that the premier must develop a 
positive party policy, and more especially 
take hold of the Tory attitude against dises- 
tablishment. Great stress is laid on the Ut- 
ter by Mr. Forster, who, in the name of 
moneyed Liberals, attacks It 

This will be the most burning question at 
the coming elections. Both cbur^h and 
clergy, by their conduct, are almost daily 
helping the radical cry of "Divorce the 
Church and State." The newspapers con 
tinue to bring charges against the clergy 
for drunkenness and loose morula on the one 
hand, and bigotry and clerical oppression 
on the other. A most flagrant case, belong- 
ing to the latter category, came to the sur- 
face in Mm parish of Latmmstotioy, in the 
county of Norfolk, twenty miles east of Nor- 
wich. The parish has I,:!**) inhabitants. 
The value of the living is ftl.OM annually, 
slmost a soverign per head of the popula- 
tion. The iucumltent is an Oxford man, im- 
bued with the ecclesiastical spirit of the age 
cf the Stuarts. His name is Coker- Adams, 
and he has been rector since 1*711. 

In his congregation an old tanner, well to 
do, named Payne, now eighty -two years old, 
of patriarchal appearance and beloved by 
bis neightwrs, is suffering somewhat from 
the infirmities of age. latterly he did not 
go to church, though for half a century he 
was a regular communicant, nor would he 
let the rector, to whom, it is said, he had 
taken a valetudinarian dislike. The rector 
wrote to Patriarch Payne a letter, telling 
In in : "I feel ltmy painful duty to pronounce 
you cut off from church communion," and 
conclcuing, much after the fashion of an aa- 
lize judge who has donned the black cap and 
is sentencing a murderer, "and 1 pray God 
to save your soul." 

The patriarch, being a practical man, con- 
ceived the idea that this was done because 
some part of his tithe remainei unpaid, and 
be asked with some naivete if this was not 
the reason of the rector's conduct. The 
Rev. Coker- Adams then wrote another let- 
ter, repeating bis black-cap prayer, and then, 
to the surprise and indignation of his con- 
gregation and in the tone and manner of 
Cardinal Becket, he applied a species of 
Anathema Marautha to the reverend octo- 
genarian, who really has one foot in the 
churchyard turf, using the sad, soul-echoing 
words of the excommunication in the prayer 
book, which is quite obsolete in the Church 
of England.

It was hoped that 
it would be a sporadic case, but before 
Thursday two more patients were taken to 
the hospital. Several deaths occurred out- 
side. Cm Thursday five patients were taken 
to the hospital of the Conception and four to 
the Hotel Lieu. # There were also several 
deaths in a house back of the bourse on the 
Rue D'Auss t. During that uight there were 
many deaths throughout the town, not all 
in the vile parts described a year ago. The 
Portuguese coubul was seized with the dis- 
ease and died Saturday eighteen deaths 
Were known before noon."
